Miss Gibbs resigned at the end of the summer term 
to take a school in Vermont. Miss Peabody carried 
the school. through with her usual good success. 

During the year 14 different scholars came from 
Mason and 8 from Greenville. The financial arrange- 
ment was continued from last year whereby Mason paid 
60 per cent and Greenville 40 per cent of the expense. 
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The whole number of different scholars registered 
in town during the year (exclusive of those who have 
changed schools) is 195; the average number belong- 
ing to the schools at any one time is 142, with an average 
daily attendance of 126. In addition to this number 
6 scholars have attended the public schools in Mason, 
as follows: two scholars from Adron Winship’s and two 
frem Mr. Jennison’s (the Elijah Davis place) at the 
brick school-house nearly or quite three terms, one 
scholar from B. G. Livingston’s at the same school a 
few weeks and one scholar from Mrs. Blodgett’s at the 
Mason Centre school for three terms, for all which we 
paid the sum of $40 tuition. 

The south school has been temporarily closed for 
want of patronage. If all the scholars in the south 
part of the town could be collected, it would be advis- 
able to open the school again in the spring. But the 
parents living in the north part of the old district No. 2 
prefer to send to the village and those living on the 
turnpike prefer to send to the brick school-house in 
Mason. As the road now runs those living on the turn- 
pike are so far from the south school-house that the 
transportation would have to be provided every day, if 
the scholars were required to attend school in our town; 
which would probably cost more than the whole tuition 
bill. So the prospect for the south school is uncertain. 

At the 1888 annual school meeting your School 
Board asked for an appropriation of $250, to be used in 
the repair of school buildings, which sum you voted to 
raise and appropriate. 

During the summer vacation the Board expended 
in repairs on the village school-house and shed the sum 
of $322.36, exceeding the appropriation by $72.36, 


30 
which sum you are asked to raise and appropriate, in 
order to make up the deficit. 

The school-house has had two coats of paint outside 
and one coat inside. Six new blackboards have been 
placed in the school-rooms and fifteen dressed over, 
making them as good as new. In order to make room 
for the new blackboards in the grammar school-room 
the chairs and desks were all reset. The chairs and 
desks in each room have been stained and shellacked. 
New sills have been put in under the south end of the 
main building and under the north side of the primary 
school-room. ‘The shed has been repaired by putting 
in new floor timbers and a new floor, new boarding 
outside and painting.
